FAMOUS TEA’ CLIPPERS. 


IN THE OHINA TEAS.

Captain Andrew Shewan, who once 
commanded the famous tea clipper 
Norman Court, and who is probably 
one of the few men Jiving who can 
talk well from actual experience of the 
work of the famous tea clippers of the 
lattar half of the last century, relates 
some of his reminiscences in the Jane 
isauo of Sea Breezes the P.8.N.0. 
magazine, In the course of along and 
interesting article he says :—~ 

I firat went to China in a tea clipper, 
tho Chas-Sze, iu 1863, but had lived 

jn the tea clipper atmosphere foreome 
years before that, my father having 
command of Willis’s ‘ Lammermuir,” 
when the “Cairngorm,” *' Chrysolite,” 
f Vision,” and others were as famous, 
or perhaps more go, than the“ Cutty 
Sark ”’ was in her China career, 

About 1860 the Liverpool-built 
'Biery Cross” came on the ecane and 
carried everything befure her, 80 to 

speak. The Aberdeen-built “ Flying 
Spur” and “Black Prince” were never 
in it with the ‘‘ Fiery Cross,” though I 
think it was Captain Robinson that 
prevailed. 

The Clyde-built “ Falcon ” was the 
only one that came near the Liverpool 
crack, but then ahe was diiven by 

_ soother famous ee the tate 
Captain John Kea:

(“Ariel”) and many others, I think 
there is little doubt that these mer 
might be called the flowor of their 
Professiun, which demanded strong 
nerves, as. it was not every master, 
however good a sailor he might be, 
who had the courage, endurance and 
patience to drive a tea clipper. 

Theao ships had aleo to ba handled 
delicately like a racehoree, When 
caught in asquall, with a press of sail 
on, they reqnired to be dealt with in 
quite an unorthodox mauner, 

“Luff ber up and shake it ont 
of Ler,” used to be the order of the 
moment, for woe betide the timid 
man who, i in the middle of a equall, 
tried to put bie helm up and run off 
before it, a3 was the- common 
Manoenvre in the older. fashionud 
chips, 

: The {ull-blouded clipper resented 
this, As sho fell off the wind she 
gathered wey, in on instant, and with 
her sharply braced up yards catébing 
the weight of wind, ehe lay down to 
it-till her {sir-leads wero almost in 
ibe water and her helm ‘unable to act.

My point is that the master wae 
really the pivot on which turned a 
good or bad passage. Of course, 
fortune, also entgred into the game, I 
fecl sometimes, when I read of the 
valiant deeds of the ‘Thermopylas” 
and “Cutty Sark,” it is rather hard on 
tho cther hips. who did (one or two of 
them) equal , if not better, work it in 
the China trade. 

My last ship was the * Norman 
Court,” in whivh Iserved nineyears, We 
never had the ho.our of competing 
with the “Cutty Sark,’ but have had 
satisfactory encounters with both the 
“ Thermopylae” and “ Sir Lancelot,” 
both to which we claimed to have 


beaten, 

In 1869 the “Norman Court” came 
home from Foochow in 104 days, 
against the “Thermo,ylae‘a” 105 
though the “Sir Lancelot,” which left 
atthe same time, did the passage in 
108. The ships left within three days 
of each other. 

To :1870° we left London ten day+ 
after the “Sir Lancelot,” and arrived 
at Shanghai two days before her—but 
thereby hangsa tale! Then, in 1874, we 
met the “Sir Lancelot” in the China
